Howard E. Hamlin, Supervisor of 
Health and Narcotic Education in 
the Ohio State Department of Edu­ 
cation was the guest speaker at the 
meeting of the Circleville Junior 
Women's Club, Thursday evening 
at the home of Mrs. Steve Brud- 
zinski, East Union street. 
He told members that by being 
informed and alert they would be 
using the best weapons with which 
to combat teen age drug addiction. 
Mr. Hamlin, who is also a censor 
in the Division of Film Censorship 
in Ohio discussed the nature of his 
work in this department. He has 
been traveling throughout the state 
for several years s p e a k i n g to 
school groups on health and the ef­ 
fects of drugs, alcohol and tobacco 
on their bodies. He stated that the 
problem of Marijuana was 
much 
greater in Ohio in 1938 than it is 
today. 
He 
listed 
as 
narcotics, 
opium, coca leaves and any com­ 
pound, salt derivative or prepara­ 
tion thereof, and Marijuana, 
the 
translation of which are the very 
innocent sounding names M a r y 
Jane, given, he said, precisely for 
that purpose so that any overheard 
discussion of the product would not 
arouse suspicion. 
Mr. Hamlin expressed the opin­ 
ion that perhaps the ill effects of 
the use of tobacco, whiskey, wine, 
beer, and ale are not as great as 
the fact that the use of these de­ 
prive us of other greater benefits. 
In Ohio alone, he said that more 
than $.500 million were spent for 
these products last 
year, adding 
that this money would buy 100,000 
swimming pools for 4500 achools, 
hire swimming instructors and give 
a $2,000 per year bonus to all other 
teachers. The speaker said t h a t 
there are five million alcholics in 
our country and that alcohol has 
been responsible for too many brok­ 
en homes 
In giving facts and figures 
on 
teen age drug addiction Mr. Ham­ 
lin said that in 1946 there were 
eleven teen-agers in the Federal 
hospital treating this disease in 
Lexington, Kentucky. Lo 1950 t h e 
number had increased to 220 and 
in 1951 to 440 According to a police 
report he said that there were 90,* 
OOO teen age addicts in New York 
city last bummer and that these 
young people silent more than $34 
million for drugs. The speaker said 
that of the 440 teen-agers in Lexing­ 
ton hospital 50 per cent came from 
New York City, 25 per cent from 
Chicago and that there were some 
from Cincinnati, Dayton, Toledo, 
Akron, Cleveland and Youngstown. 
That notably there were none from 
Columbus, largely due to the alert­ 
ness of law enforcement officers. 
He said that among teen age ad­ 
dles most had 
never 
cmmitted 
any other unlawful act, that 
the 
habit developed from pressure of 
others or the ‘'pusher.” 
Mr. Hamlin said that in Ohio, 
bulletins have been prepared and 
distributed to teachers, parents and 
law enforcement officers educating 
them on he nature of the various 
drugs. He said, to, that a ques 
th) na ire had been mailed to 1500 
schools, asking among others the 
question, "have you been confront­ 
ed with a narcotic problem” From 
J,OOO 
replies 
he 
explained 
only 
three answered yes. He did, how­ 
ever. express the opinion that some 
schools may have been refusing to 
admit the presents of the problem 
He told his listeners that perhaps 
there wasn’t too much need f o r 


real concern about teen-age drug 
addiction in Circleville, where by 
virtue of its size a 
pusher” would 
be noticed as a stranger, that any 
evidence of addiction should be re­ 
ported to local authorities or to a 
Federal Agent who would need a 
warrant. 
Mr. Hamlin stated that continued 
use of Marijuana over a one to two 
year period wop Id cause insanity, 
and that its use distorts the sense 
of time and space.

“ Every person living in 
Pick­ 
away County is urged to plant one 
or more trees or shrubs during 
April.” 
Trees 
which 
should 
thrive 
in 
Pickaway County are maple, oak. 
sycamore, tulip tree, locust, gum, 
flowering crab, red bud. dogwood, 
hawthorn, magnolia, flowering Ja p ­ 
anese cherry and several of the 
evergreens.

has outlined the best methods for 
planting or transplanting trees in 
the county during April. 
Complete l i s t 
of 
Brehmer’s 
^commendations is as follows: 
“ Trees growing in wood lots and 
forest areas can be safely moved, 
provided some simple rules are fol­ 
lowed. However, in one’s enthusi­ 
asm to help promote the tree plant­ 
ing conservation program, one can 
easily destroy a tree through well 
intc vtioned but improper methods. 
We need more trees to be planted 
every year and wooded areas are 
a source of young trees. 
“ First, get permission from the 
owner of the land, then select a 
straight seedling that has been ex 
posed to a fair amount of sun. Do 
not select one from densely shaded 
areas.

• 
• 
“ T H E T R E E selected should be 
from an area where there are al­ 
ready too many trees. Because of 
epidemic conditions on oaks and 
elms do not attempt to plant one of 
these. The seedling chosen for the 
inexperienced person should not he 
over four feet tall. 
“ These small trees recover from 
the shock of moving and grow sur­ 
prisingly fast. Get all the roots po- 
Bible remembering that the heavy 
roots serve only to brace the tree 
and the fine, hair roots are the 
ones which feed the tree. 
“ Take a large bucket or a 
tub 
with you partly filled with water. 
Set the roots of the tree or trees 
in water for it is particularly im-i 
portent that the hair roots should 
neve' dry out. 
“ Failing to use a vessel ton 
taming water, then take a heavy 
cloth or burlap, wetted with wa- 
ter 
and 
wrapped 
around 
the 
roots of the tree. 
“ Hole for the tree should not be 
dug until the tree is ready to plant. 
for the soil 
must be 
moist 
and 


loose: not muddy and lumpy for 
the damp soil must cover every 
I portion of the fine roots. Firm the 
soil by tramping it down and leave 
a depression at the base of the tree 
so that it can have the water to 
run to the tree instead of away 
from it. 
“ A tile is not necessary and it is 
better never to use a 
tile for 
it 
serves to evaporate the moisture 
when its' top is opened to the air. 
Catering at the time of planting is 
not necessary unless the soil is dry.

“ IE A L A R G E R tree is wanted, 
then it is best to select the tree a 
year or two previous to moving it 
and, 
in 
Spring 
or 
Fall, 
dig 
a 
trench around the tree, about 18 
inches deep and about two 
feet 
away from the base of the tree, 
j cutting off all roots. 
“ Then fill the trench and come 
back in a year or two and dig up 
the tree. You will find that it has 
developed a lot of hair roots near 
the base of the tree. Use the same 
precautions in preserving the mois­ 
ture in the roots with 
wet sacks 
until replanted. 
“ Maples 
particularly 
s h o u l d 
have their trunks wrapped to the 
bottom 
limbs 
with 
weatherproof 
paper or burlap to prevent sun 
scald. Leave this on for at least the 
first season.

“ TR IM O F F the lower limbs to 
compensate for the roots that have 
been lost. Remember that a limb 
lever will be any higher from the 
ground than it now is. 
“ If large roots are heavier on 
m e side than the other, set the 
heaviest roots in the direction of 
the prevailing winds as a brace to 
support the tree. Trees up to one 
inch diameter seldom 
need guy 
wires. 
Larger 
trees 
should 
be 
braced with at least three guys, 
with rubber hose protecting the 
tree. 
“ Let s all plan to plant one or 
more trees, hut use the proper me­ 
thods to insure their growing. 
If 
they’re exposed to damage by live 
stock, drive stakes beside the trees 
and 
possibly 
put 
barbed 
wire 
around the enclosure bounded by 
the stakes.”

But naval historians say now that 
Cox actually was a “ scapegoat” to 
remove any possibility that “ stig­ 
ma” would cling to the name of 
Lawrence, a naval hero.
